CROW’S NEST AGAIN. 

| Many people have jumped to the 
{conclusion that if the Crow’s Nest 
| road were built froni Lethbridge west 
| by the government its only outlet 
| would be over the C. P. R. and that 
| thereforeit would necessarily be at the 
| mercy of the C.P. R., which condition 
would greatly reduce the benefit that 
government control should properly 
confer. The Butietin has been 
shown a private letter from a leading 
liberal in the south country which 
| effectually sets that impression at rest. 
The letter says : 


; “From Letnbridge we have the 
Great Falls and Canada, narrow 
| guage, it is true at present, but which 
the officials assure me will be changed 
to standard upon commencement of 
the Crow’s Nest road. Running into 
Great Falls we find the Great North- 
ern ; but at Billings 100 miles to the 
southeast, we have the Burlington 
and Quincy and the Northern Pacific. 
I have reliable information that the 
Burlington and Quincy have already 
surveyed a line from Billings to 
Great Falls, and will conimence con- 
struction simultaneously with Crow’s 
Nest. The interstate law will give 
running powers over this to the 
Northern Pacific. This gives us three 
great roads headed in Great Falls and 
Canada. The Northern Pacific have 
summer connections via Duluth and 
the Great Lakes, whilst all three con- 
nect with the Grand Trunk at Chicago. 
With this before us will any sane 
man maintain the utter dependency 
of the Crow’s Nest upon the C. P. R. 
I might add that the Burlington and 
Quincy have for years been seeking 
an outlet or coanection to the coast, 
and will waste no time or spare no 
cost, in obtaining one. 


The letter goes on : 

“There is a fear that any company 
given the charter may not. prove 
sufficiently strong financially to do 
battle with the G. P. R. and would 
eventually be gathered into their net. 
The road, if a government one, would 
be by the people and, for the people. 
There would be no millions of water- 
ed capital to pay dividends on. The 
rates would be moderate, the inhabit- 

jants would become prosperous and 
jcontented. Glowing accounts would 
be mailed to their friends and re- 
lations, and the immigration question 
would be settled; for I agree with 
those who hold that the letters of one 
satisfied settler are worth scores of 
iminigration agents.

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FROM GREAT SLAVE LAKE. 


The foilowing extract from a priv- 
ate letter addressed by W. F. Bredin 
to a friend in Edmonton is of con- 
siderable public interest. Mr. Bredin 
left Edmonton eariy in August for 
some point on the Mackenzis. His 
letter is dated from Hay River, Great 
Slave lake on Sept. 15th, 1896. 

The party consisting of Messre. 
Rae, Mobley and Armstrong reached 
here, along with our party on this 
date. Thé two parties kept together 
from the Athabasca Landing all the 
way down ; at the outlet of Slave lake 
into the Mackenzie we separate, the 
other party going to winter in the 
Lake-Bischo region, while we try our 
fortunes down the Mackenzie. The 
three great needs of the country are 
| population, mail service and police 
protection. The easiest way to in- 

crease the population is to make 

Peace River accesaible to the half 

breeds of the Saskatchewan valley. 

From there they can reach out quite 
easily into the rest of the country. 
Fish lakes are numerous, and from

whet I see of the agricultural cap- 
abilities of this far northwest, am 
most agreeably surprised. Here on 
Great Slave lake potatoes, turnips, 
carrots, onions, &c , &c., are a success: 
The mail service can be extended to 
these parts quite easily. The Hud- 
son’s Bay Co’s steamers could bring 
in two mails during the summer; and 
one mail in winter, after the January 
fur sales, by dogs need not cost “more 
than $1,000. ‘lhere should be a de- 
tachment of police at Smith’s Landing. 
There the natives require some look- 
ing after. There are four portages 
just below the Landing where thiev- 
ing and extortion as well as the 
breaking of contracts is becoming 
quite common, 

Another thing that should be 
ment is the fact that Herscheli Island, 
some 200 miles west of the Mackenzie 
delta, is a whaling station for the 
American whaling fleet. During the 
winter of 94-95 fifteen whalers win- 
tered there. ‘They have ruined the H. 
B. Co. trade with the Huskies, and 
are fast destroying with whiskey the 
natives of the Arctic coast. Last 
winter twenty-two whalers wintered 
at Herschell Island. The combined 
numbers of the crews was about 6(0. 
There should be a customs collector 
there, and I venture to make the sug- 
gestion, that if the government can 
see their wav clear to send one there, 
it will be a profitable move for them 
to make.

OIL FIELDS OF EAST KOOTE- |

One of the varioys resources of East 

Kootenay .waiting for development is 
the petroleum found in the Flathead | 

valley, inthe southeastern portion of 

thie district. Thies is. section of the | 
country but little known, and is sep- 
arated from the remainder of the dis- 
trict by a high range of mountains. 
The natural outlet of the valley is 
down the Flathead River, into ag 
tana, and the nearest, railroad is the | 
Great Northern. Some years ego at- | 
tention was called to this section 
through ihe finding of crude oil in the 
possewsion of some Biony Indiana who 
annually hunted in this valley, and 
they wera iaaucad to show some | 

miners where they obtained the oil, 
which they (the-Indiens).werein the 
habit of using as 3 medicine for com- 
plaints of all kinds: The-suriace in- 
dications .sre good, @nd two different 
qralities of oil havé Béén obtained.
